Washington—If diplomatic relations 


"between the United States and Mex- 
ico are severed, it will not be because 
of the confiscatory oil laws alone, but 
because of the encouragement given 
by the Mexican government to opera- 
tions conducted by the Russian corn- 
munis'ic government on Mexican soil 
j-gainst a friendly power, the United 
States. 


The precedents are numerous in in- 


ternational law on this point, in fact 
one of the underlying principles of 
the federal statutes relating to neu 
trahty is that the territory of the 
United States shall not be used as a 
base to plot the overthrow of a go 
crnmcnt with which the United States 
is at peace. 


So long as Mexico permits a, propa- 


ganda to be conducted on her territory 
AVhich has for its avowed object tho 
establishment of another form of gov 
crnmcnt in the United States through 
the overthrow of the existing order, 
this is sufficient basis if the depart- 
ment of state wishes to apply it as 
Hie cause for withdrawal of recogni- 
tion. 


ANTI-AMERICAN PLOTTING 


After the soviet 
government was 


i ccognized by Mexico there was some 
apprehension here that the Russian 
legation in Mexico City .would become 
the center of anti-American plotting. 
The memorandum furnished the sen- 
ate foreign relations committee by 
Secretary Kellogg shows that the 
Moscow authorities had this very 
purpose in mind. 


Under the circumstances, the Unit- 


ed States is "interested in preventing 
the spread 
of unfriendly 
influence 


throughout Latin America. The aid 
given'the revolutionary movement in 
Nicaragua 
has 
been traced by the 


United Stales government 
to the 


Calles 
administration 
in 
Mexico. 


President Callas 
has been variously 


called a radical and a socialist and has 
been characterized as a. communist by 
his opponents. His entente with the 
soviet authorities has not been iclish- 
ed here but so long as it does not 
take the form of an overt act against 
the property and contracts of Ameri- 
can citizens there is no disposition to 
quarrel with the views of a Mexican 
executive on any academic subject. 


1NCREASED MANIFESTATIONS 
The increase in student manifesta- 


tions and other 
inspired 
meetings 


throughout Latin America has been 
noted by the department of state and 
this has been the underlying reason 
for its desire to checkmate the activity 
so far as it is linked up with any gov- 
ernment which 
enjoys recognition 


from the United States. Having re- 
fused to extend recognition to Russia 
because the 
Moscow 
government 


would not agree to cease its propagan- 
da for world-wide revolution and the 
overthrow of governments by force, 
the United States would not, it is con- 
tended, be justified in continuing to 
extend recognition to" a Mexican ad- 
ministration which not only might 
sympathize with the Moscow view- 
point but permit the Russian legation 
to carry on an active 
propaganda 


against the United tSatcs. 


The controversy over oil lands has 


reached the breaking point anyhow, 
but a break due to a legal interpreta- 
tion of technical oil land laws is not 
likely to appeal to public sentiment 
•as a break on account of communistic 
propaganda encouraged by the Mexi- 
can authorities. 
If, therefore, the 


United States breaks with Mexico the 
memorandum given the senate for-^ 
cign relations committee will be the 
basis for such action.

MAY FORM MERGER 


Consolidation of Three Large 


Roads Would Embrace 28,- 
000 Miles 


St. Paul—(XP)—A dream of railroad 


consolidation envisioned by James J. 
Hill, "the empire builder," 25 years 
ago, was a step nearer realization Fri- 
day. 


Ralph Budd, president of the Great 


Northern 
railway, announced .here 


Thursday that plans are progressing 
for the merger of-thc Great Northern, 
Northern Pacific and Chicago. Burling- 
ton and Quincy. Such-a consolidation, 
it' effected, would embrace in all a sys- 
tem of 28,000 miles. 


Details of the plan are being worked 


out in conference of the rail officials 
and their legal advisors and may be 
ready for presentation to the Inter- 
state Commerce commission within 90 
days. 


Governments of the various states 


through which the roads operate will 
be advised of the plans before they 
are turned over to the commission. 
According to Mr. Budd, only "unfore- 
seen problems" in his opinion, could 
prevent completion of the plans with- 
in three months. 


Howard Klliott. chairman of the 


Northern Pacific, in a statement issued 
in New York, said that a joint 'con- 
solidation committee" 
of the 
three 


roads has been working on the sub- 
ject for six years. 


Both Mr. Budd and Mr. Ehott em- 


phasized that the merger is not com- 
plete and anything to the contrary is 
"premature and inaccurate."

RAILROAD TAX LAW 


Counsel for Road Contends 


State Attempted to Tax 
Wisconsin Earnings 


Washington. D. C'.—(XP)—The valid- 


ity of Minnesota's gross earnings tax 
on railroads was attacked before the 
United States Supreme court Thurs- 
day by the Great Northern railroad. 


Counsel for the railroad contended 


that the state was attempting to tax 
the earnings of the dock company at 
Alloucz bay, AVis.. which belonged to 
that company, for its' services in es- 
corting switching and loading ore up- 
on vessels.

Washington—'What sort of a per- 


son is this fellow Juan Bautista Sa- 
casa. the "other president" of Nic- 
aragua, 
who is 
fighting both 
the 


"other government" down there and 
bur own? 


Is he the rank, raving bolshevik he 


has been pictured by his enemies? 


His friends here say he is just a 


brilliant medical authority with a 
conservative mind and ».nld. profes- 
sorial demeanor. Xeutral.Xicaraguans 
say he is so mild as to seem meek. 


But Sacasa. who was never a poli- 


tician, has been pushed into the lead- 
ership of a cause embracing: the ideal 
of hundreds of thousands of Xicara- 
guans. Circumstances put 
him there 


and now Sacasa. who is said to have 
no personal political ambitions, is de- 
termined to fight to the i'=t for what 
he and his followers conceive as hon- 
est and peaceful government of Nic- 
aragua by Xicaraguans. 


A "MOST AMERICAN" MAN 
lie is described as the "most Amer- 


ican" man in Nicaragua. He spent 
several years in the United States as 
a medical student, taking a college 
course at Georgetown and a. medical 
degree at Columbia, and has been here 
on missions twice since. 


The "other president." who is like- 


ly to be the only president if our 
ly to be the only president 
if our 


country doesn't prevent him, is 50 
years old. lie was born in Leon, the 
largest city and the liberal center of 
Nicaragua. His father, Dr. Roberto 
Sacasa. was president of Nicaragua 
from 1SS9 to 1S93. A revolt overthrew 


Dr. Roberto in 1S93 and he was exiled 
to the United States, where he died. 


Juan was studying medicine at Co- 


lumbia when the revolt came. He re- 
turned to Leon in 1S9S to enter prac- 
tice. His skill and his 
personality 


made him one of the most prominent 
and successful physicians there and 
he was made a professor of anatomy 
at the University of Leon. 


A few years later he was chosen 


dean of the medical school at 
the 


University of Leon and became known 
as one of the country's leading citi- 
zens. He mixed neither in politics nor 
social questions. 


NOMINATED^FOR PRESIDENT 
In 1924 some of his friends nomin- 


ated him for president in opposition xo 
Dr. Leonardo Arguello. the other lib- 
eral candidate, and he defeated Ar- 
guello in the primaries. 


"With the elections approaching the 


progressive wins of the conservative 
party came into the liberal camp. Aft- 
et some negotiating. Sacasa grace- 
fully stepped aside, and agreed to be 
content with tho vico presidency— 
\vhicli means much less in Nicaraguan 
affairs than the job of Charles G. 
Dawes—while Carlos Solorzano took 
the big plum. 


Tho Solorzano-Sacasa ticket beat 


Emiliano Chamorro by two to 
one. 


The two men were inaugurated 
in 


1925 and Sacasa went on 
practising 


medicine and "deaning," for the Ni- 
caraguan vice president's duties are 
virtually non-existent. 


Then Charmorro engineered 
his 


coup. On Oct. 25 Charmorro seized 
the all-important La Foma fortress at 


Nicaragua- and Sacasa. IB said to have 
been offered $25,000 if he would re- 
sign as Solorzano had. He wouldn't 
and Chamarro sent troops to take him 
him" "dead or alive." Sacasa fled into 
Salvador. 


There' ho promptly issued a mani- 


festo of protest to all Central Ameri- 
can republics and our State Depart- 
ment and this was ae least partially 
responsible for this government's re- 
fusal to j'ecognizc Chamorro. who t\as 
forced to resign in favor of his friend, 
Adolfo Diaz. 


Meanwhile Chamorro had put some 


of his party men into the Congress and 
that body—which Sacasa says was il- 
legitimate—exiled Sacasa for 
two 


years. 


In May, Sacasa went to Guatemala, 


staying there until November, still 
asserting his claims to the presidency. 


Meanwhile an army had formed on 


the Nicaraguan Atlantic coast under 
General Moncada. to represent the 
liberals and return Sacasa to the pres- 
idential chair in Nicaragua. 


In order to organize a government 


that would be constitutional Sacasa 
had to return to Nicaraguan soil. S 
ho sailed to Puerto Cabezas In Noveiv 
ber with other exiled leaders and es 
tablished the government. 


Mrs. Sacasa. who until this tim 


had stayed at her husband's side, re 
mained in Guatemala. She is a fa 
mous Nicaraguan beauty of scm 
blond type and a daughter of the Ar 
guello family.

Dr. Joseph Goldberger of the United States pub- 


ic health service has strongly supported the latter 
dea, and he has proposed as a namc for the pellagra 
preventing vitamin the designation P-P, which he 
jelieves is one of at least two vitamins which have 
been known heretofore as vitamin 13. 


Although Doctor Goldberg's position is probably 


:orrect and physicians arc accepting his work as 
he nearest approach to solution of the pellagra 
problem, he himself points out that our knowledge 
)f the distribution of the pellagra preventing: vita- 
nin in our foodstuffs is only in its beginning: and 
hat laboratory studies now under way may before 
ong: round out our knowledge of this. 


Assuredly this is not the place to describe the 


;ymptoms of pellagra, but perhaps a few general 
ibscrvations will not necessarily alarm any reader. 
That general nutrition is impaired is manifest in 
1) emaciation, (2) enfeebled digestion and (3) a 
characteristic dermatitis on thc back of thc wrists 
and forearms. 


A liberal supply of fresh milk (unheated or un- 


cooked) and fresh meat (underdone), eggs 
and 


vegetables in thc diet seems to prevent pellagra o" 
cure it if the general nutrition has not been too 
ong impaired. Doctor Goldberger has 
advocated 


he use of yeast as a part of thc daily ration when 
thc provision of suitable amounts of pure fresh raw 
milk and fresh eggs and fresh vegetables is im- 
possible. One or two ordinary yeast cakes such as 
are used for baking; may be taken each day if a 
iberal selection of thc foods mentioned is denied 
:he pellagra sufferer. 


Anyone who desires to keep informed on the 


progress of scientific study of pellagra in the United 
States may obtain free pamphlets of the subject by 
application to the public health service, Washing- 
ton, D. C., or if your own congressman is not..too 
deeply immersed in thc problem of how to dispose 
of all that "medicinal" booze which seems to wor- 
ry our government these days, he will no doubt be 
glad to obtain for you whatever the government 
has published about pellagra.

Air Line

One type of pass which is coming 


more and 
more into favor 
is the 


bounce pass; the carominjr the ball 
oft* the floor to a teammate, instead 
of paysinp directly through the air 
to him. There arc several lino fea- 
tures about this pass which make its 
use very worthwhile. 


In the first place. since the five- 


man defense has come into almost 
universal use. we have a more fre- 
quent recurrence of the situation of 
bavin? an opponent between tho pass- 
rr and the man to whom ho wants :o 
pass. 


This is because most toams ^emJ 


one or two men in behind the first 
line of a five-man 
defense, ?.•> as tc 


have a man or two well up the floor 
heading up the offense. 


This brings the problem of getting 


the ball past the men in the 
first 


l;ne 
of defense, and it is in accom- 


plishing this that the bounce- pass has 
come into almost universal favor, be- 
cause it can be made accurately and 
with less chanc-- of interception than 
any other type of pass. 


if the pass is made from a point 


10 or 12 feet in front of the guard 
to a teammate 
a similar 
distance 


be>ond. and is made by merely push- 
ing or chucking the ball to the floor 
without any unnecessary flourish or 
advertising-, so that the ball strikes 
the floor on a line with the guard's 
feet, it is practically impossible for the 
s;uard to stop qu'.^kly enough to in- 
tercept the pass. 
He simply can't 


bcr.d quickly enough unless he is an 
unsual player. 


The hardest sort of a pass to handle 


without fumbling is one that is travel- 
ing downward, as from shoulder height 
to" knee height. The man receiving a 
bounce pass gets the ball on the way 
up and can consequently handle it 
easily and cleanly. 


Because of its *ase in handling and 


its effectiveness in any situation where 
a pass is to be made past an op- 
ponent who is "ictween the passer and 
the receiver, the bounce pass is prob- 
ably destined to become more and more 
of a stock in trade pass as basketball 
develops.
